But leaving all thefe Notions, as publick Writers 
pleafe to relate them — I fhall ftate the Circumftances 
of the King of Sweden, as they feem probable from 
the whole. ; 

Firft, 7 will allow, it isnot an impraéticable Pro- 
je, nor unlike fo Politick Soldierly a Prince, as his 
Swedifh Majefty is; That all this may be a Feinr, 
and that he may have put an out-fide of this kind fo 
handjomly upon his Affairs, that én all appearance the 
Turks may feem to be fallen out with them; his Men 
feem difperlt, and a Quarrel appear between the 
Cham of Tartary and he, and the like; and all this 
on purpofe to delude the Mufcovites and Poles, that 
he may Surprize them with the more eale — We 
had an Example of this kind in the Affair of the 


Revolution, when King William, then Prince of 0- 


range, upon his firft putting to Sea, was driven back 


‘by a violent Storm; an Appearance was made as it 


he was difcouraged by that Event 3 had given ovee

_ Another Way his MajeRy might take if he durft 
venter that length, and had faithful Guides ; and 
that is, to the Danube, and fo croffing the Country 
of Sclavonia, or the Lower Hungaria, and part of C:o- 
atia, make into Dalmatia, and the Territories of 
the Venetian; but he has above 450 Miles to that 
Part of the World, and much of it thro’ the Do- 
minions of the Turks.

of you would fain make it, to talk of the Power of 
the Emperor being Fatal to the Proteftant Interett. 

Had not that Glorious Prince refcued Germany 
from the Jaws of Popith Power, there had not 
heen a Proteftant Prince left in the Empire, nor a 
Proteftant Family fuffer’d to remain, without living 
in the extream of the Rage of a Perfecuting Ty- 
rant. But thefe things are of no Contideration to 
the Age we live in. bie 

As the Swedes were thus the Safety of the Prote- 
ftant Religion ; and as they poffe(s’'d their Domini> 
ons in Germany, not fo much as a Reward for the 
Expence of that War, as to enable them to be al.
